KIERKEGAARD, YOU KNOW THAT 
tadio shock jock Don Imus, whose syndicated 
morning CBS radio talk show is simulcast on 
MSNBC, is in a heap of trouble. 

In a moment of what passes for witty banter 
on Planet Imus, he called the women who play 
basketball for Rutgers University “nappy-haired 
hos.” Racist? Yes. Misogynist? Yes. Insensitive? 
Yes. Deplorable? Of course. In other words, it 
was classic Imus. 

The I-man, as his fans know him, has made 
himself a wealthy cowboy and, along the way, 
has developed lucrative commercial franchises 
for his multi-media employers by being a deplor- 
able and insensitive racist misogynist who, for 
good measure, is by turns anti-Catholic, anti- 
Semitic, lest group unoffended 
— scornful of Christian fundamentalists. Oh, 
and he’s not too cool with gay men and lesbians. 

The secret of Don Imus'’s success is that he 
has commodified his own insecurities and 
re-enacted his own self-loathing for the amuse- 
ment of his audience. He has been doing it five 
days a week for almost 4o years. So what's the 
big deal? 

This time Imus violated two of the delicate 
membranes that separate the merely deplorable 
from the totally unacceptable: he joked about 
a racial group other than his own. And, un- 
like the big shots who are his usual marks, the 
young women of Rutgers are innocents without 
the means to fire back. In truth, Imus prob- 
ably could have gotten away with breaking one 
of these taboos. He has, after all, done so for 
years. But violated in tandem, he has brought 
the outrage the wrathful upon himself. 

It is not just because Imus is a national 
voice. Nearly every smaller media market 
seems to have its own cheaper, less talented 
purveyors the Imus ethic. Boston has 
Dennis and Callahan, as well as Howie Carr 
— although for those to whom this distinction 
might mean something, Carr is more of a Rush 
Limbaugh wannabe than a disciple of Imus. 

As national media scandals go, the Imus 
outrage is far more free-flowing than the 
relatively contained incidents of on-air racial 
insensitivity that cost the late Jimmy the Greek 
and the all-too-with-us Limbaugh their sports- 
announcing gigs. 

This more par with Howard Stern’s 
mockery of the first deaf Miss America for be- 
ing, well, unable to hear and therefore speech- 
impaired. On the morning after her victory, 
Stern proceeded to mock and degrade the young 
woman and her manner of speech. At that 
time, it seemed almost inconceivable that pub- 
lic discourse could get any lower. But Stern, of 
course, survived to prosper; the deaf are nota 
powerful constituency. 

Stern not only survived this, and countless 
other degrading comments that came out of 
his maw, but was later rewarded with a con- 
tract worth more than $500 million from Mel

Karmazin, his old boss at CBS-owned Infinity 
radio and now head of the Sirius satellite radio 
company. Karmazin had intimate knowledge 
of Stern's commercial value. And commerical 
value is what this is all about. 

Stern's essentially masturbatory appeal is 
considered an adolescent vice, as are the rap 
lyrics that informed Imus’s latest racial insult. 
But like rap and Stern, Imus is big business. His 
commercial success has insulated him in the 
past. Although it is not clear that money will be 
his salvation this time, don’t bet against it. 

The very thing that elevates Imus over 
Stern in the minds of some is that he has 
turned his shtick into a platform for leading 
politicians, journalists, and opinion makers. 
In this context, his general strength is a vul- 
nerability. The news as we go to press that 
major advertisers such as Staples and Proctor 
& Gamble are withdrawing their sponsor- 
ship may spell more trouble for Imus, and 
could serve to reinforce any second thoughts 
some of his guests might have about reap- 
pearing his show. But has been the 
case time after time — assuming Imus does 
not lose his job — the show will go on, his 
audiences will remain loyal, the advertisers 
shall return or be easily replaced, and the 


guests will be there as well. And while there 
may be some nuanced changes in what he 
says, Imus will be Imus because if he’s not, 
his audience will leave, his ratings will fal 
and there will be no show: a highly unlikely 
scenario. 

Anyone who lives in a city such as Boston, 
which has been rent by the pain of racial 
conflict, should be able to understand what 
damage the likes of a Don Imus or a Howie Carr 
can inflict on a community. 

That said, the hypocritical spectacle of 
Jesse Jackson (remember “Hymietown”?) and 
Al Sharpton (remember Tawana Brawley?) so 
stridently engaged in the noble flogging of 
Imus testifies the pathology American 
media culture as viscerally as the most offen- 
sive rap songs. 

Hatefulness and nastiness got Imus in trou- 
ble. Let us not forget that. And let’s not allow 
the convenient double standard employed by 
two of his most vociferous attackers to obscure 
the viléness of what Imus said. 

In the end, neither grandstanding self- 
appointed community leaders nor government 
censorship will stop moderate the likes 
Imus, Stern, and Carr. The only answer is to 
turn them off. ©

Does anyone else find it ironic that 
People for the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals (PETA) is treating human 
beings like pieces of meat? 

The animal-rights organiza- 
tion’s fourth annual “Sexiest Veg- 
etarian Alive” contest is including 
“real people” for the first time 
this year (rather than confining 
itself to celebrities), and it just an- 
nounced its 10 male and 10 female 
finalists. Cambridge resident 
Stephanie Bain was among the 
lucky. The 21-year-old vegan is a 
first-year student at the New Eng- 
land School of Law, and hopes to 
make a career out of animal-wel- 
fare activism. Bain became a veg- 
an at age 15, after a visit to PETA's 
Web site educated her about the 
cruel treatment of farm animals. 
“Coupled with the knowledge 
that eating meat is actually detri- 
mental to your health,” Bain says, 
“[(veganism] made sense.” 

Besides being blonde and 
fresh-faced, Bain is articulate, 
intelligent, and warm, a well- 
spoken young woman who is 
sincere about her commitment to 
a cruelty-free lifestyle. And yet, 
in a signature sensationalist ploy 
to garner attention to its cause, 

ETA is depicting her as a ditzy 
pin-up girl in a sailor hat who 
loves to belly-dance and “whip up 
tasty treats.” Another finalist's 
profile links to a “new explicit 
PETA video” by “Pam” Anderson 
that is surely intended to entice 


horny Web browsers. But open 
it up and — wham! — you're hit 
with a graphic horror show of 
chickens getting slaughtered.

two weeks the Democratic candi- 

dates will gather for their first debate, 

where Hillary Clinton's failure to 

apologize for her vote authorizing the 

Iraq War will undoubtedly become 
hot topic yet again. 

For those who have slept through the 
early phase of the campaign, the other top 
Democratic candidates have either disavowed 
that vote (John Edwards), or are on record as 
saying they never would have voted for the 
resolution the first place (Barack Obama). 

It’s clear most observers that 
Hillary knew then what she knows now, 
she would have voted “No.” (An interest- 
ing questioning that view Michael 
Crowley's April 2 New Republic cover story, 
which argues that Clinton has a serious, 
consistent, and long-standing belief 
deference presidential authority 
matters war and diplomacy.) Yet she 
still won’t apologize, apparently on the 
theory that to do so would appear weak, 
vacillating, and downright unpresiden- 
tial because would weaken the office 
which she aspires. Her advisers also appar- 
ently think that such apology would 
hurt her general election. 

Yet Hillary has made the wrong move. 
glance the recent history politics 
shows that confession not only good for 
the soul, it’s good politics. 

Politicians varied Ronald Reagan 
and Ted Kennedy have used apologies res- 
cue their political careers. The key, as they 
demonstrated, apologize the right 
way — namely by pleading guilty to a lesser 
offense and showing contrition for that. 

Take Reagan. the midst the Iran- 
Contra scandal the late his poll 
numbers were dwindling. stood accused 
of running an administration that had, 
perhaps illegally, taken money from 
secret arms deal with Iran and diverted it 
to Nicaraguan contras. When he went on 
television on March 4, 1987, to respond to 
report highly critical his administra- 
tion’s behavior was appropriately apolo- 
getic and remorseful. 

But Reagan didn’t plead guilty run- 
ning a roguish foreign policy; instead, he 
expressed repentance for failing super- 
vise his staff adequately: 

say take full responsibil- 
ity for my own actions and for those of 
my administration. As angry as I may 
about activities undertaken without 
my knowledge, I am still accountable for 
those activities. disappointed may 
be in some who served me, I’m still the 
one who must answer to the American 
people for this behavior. And personally 
distasteful find secret bank accounts

and diverted funds — well, as the Navy 
would say, this happened on my watch.” 

other words, pleaded guilty 
lesser crime and apologized. And the 
lic eventually forgave him. 

Similarly, when Ted Kennedy’s 
political career faced trouble after the 
Chappaquiddick incident, in 1969, he, 
too, made television address that saved 
his political career. But didn’t 
and say he was sorry that he was respon- 
sible for the death his car passenger, 
his critics wanted him do. Instead, 
pleaded guilty lesser crime leaving 
the scene accident and showed 
contrition for that: 

“Although doctors informed that 
suffered cerebral concussion, well 
shock, not seek escape responsibil- 
ity for actions placing the blame 
either the physical, emotional trauma 
brought the accident, anyone 
else. regard indefensible the fact that 
did not report the accident the police 
immediately.” 

The political history books are littered 
with figures who didn’t follow this path 
and suffered accordingly. Gary Hart 
1987, Joe Biden the same year, and even 
Bill Clinton in the wake of the impeach- 
ment mess, went on television and rather 
cockily tried defend themselves. Almost 
always, it didn’t work. 

the key for Hillary apologize 
profusely for something less than her vote. 
How might she that? saying some- 
thing like this: 

true voted for the Iraq War. And 
it’s also true that had over 
again, knowing what I know now, I would 
have voted differently. But unlike the 
other candidates, had special responsi- 
bility. was state that was attacked; 
was state’s firefighters, police officers, 
and paramedics who died that tragic 


day. For weeks afterward, went funer- 

als and visited the homes young widows 
and widowers and children who had lost 
parent forever. 

“When came time vote the 
Iraq War, though had doubts, gave 
the president the benefit those doubts 
because didn’t want see something 
like September ever happen again. was 
wrong. But let clear: all are 
committed never letting something like 
that terrible day ever happen again.” 

other words, Hillary could plead 
guilty the lesser crime over-zealously 
protecting her constituents. 

Some might say this would make Hillary 
weak, like candidate who can 
swayed her emotions charge often lev- 
eled at female candidates. But, as someone 
who often accused being arrogant and 
aloof, would help Hillary occasionally 
show little emotion and lot more humil- 
ity. And such statement would put her out 
front the pack the candidate tough 
enough err the side aggression when 
dealing with our enemies. paraphrase 
Barry Goldwater, little extremism the 
defense liberty vice. 

In his terrific book Hardball, Chris 
Matthews advises candidates who are 
trouble hang lantern whatever 
their problem is. In the debate, if Hillary 
Clinton followed that advice, her cam- 
paign would finally able put her Iraq 
vote behind her.

before, he’d garnered 49 mentions. Even 
lofty standards, though, the at- 
tention he’s currently receiving which 
has turned him into Boston mayor Tom 
Menino’s most prominent critic and desig- 
nated spokesperson for the city’s communi- 
ties of color, whether they want him or not 
— is remarkable. 
After Chiara Levin, young woman 

visiting from New York, was fatally shot at 
house party Dorchester March 24, 
Wall told tourists to steer clear of the city: 
“You will take your life into your own hands you 
travel to Boston,” Wall warned in a blast 
his preferred mode communi- 
cation. “The city has lost the ability to stop the 
murders in Boston.” In person, the 59-year- 
old Wall is affable and unguarded, with the 
meek manner of a substitute teacher; his 
public proclamations strike decidedly 

= rent note. 

Wall subsequently backed the Guardian 

Angels’ current fo ray into Boston, taking it 

upon himself act the group’s local 
liaison. In the two weeks following his 


waln- 


ing, he was mentioned in two dozen Clobe 
and Herald articles, editorials, columns, and 
letters to the editor, including two stories 
that cited his possible candidacy for the 
Boston City Council; featured in-stu- 
dio guest by WBZ radio host Paul Sullivan, 
NECN’s Jim Braude, and Todd 
Feinburg; and cited news reports 
NECN, WCVB, WBZ-TV, and 

Wall sees it, the uptick attention 
augurs well for his own future media 
personality. Right now, his portfolio 
modest one: broadcasts two local 
stations, WJDA 1300 and WRCA 1330, and has 
weekly program Boston Neighborhood 
Network, the city’s public-access station. 

But Wall dreams of becoming much, much 
bigger. envisions and radio broadcasts 
beloved by listeners and advertisers around 
the country; revenue streams that make 

him a financially independent, evangelizing 
benefactor; even sideline doing for other 
churches. Wall claims he’s currently explor- 
ing joint-ownership role local sta- 
tion (though he won't say which one), receiv- 
ing regular on-air coaching from a major 


Boston radio personality (again, he won’t say 
which one), and preparing launch once- 
weekly appearance top-ranked radio sta- 
tion in another market (sorry, can’t say). 

Whatever comes these grand plans, 
there’s peril well promise Wall’s 
current situation. His public profile may 
higher than ever, but skepticism about 
his methods and motivation. And the lat- 
ter sours Wall’s relationship with Boston 
media, able indulge his 
dreams broadcasting greatness. Instead, 
scrambling maintain whatever 
influence still has. 


BACK SCRATCHING 

unseasonably chilly afternoon last 
week, Wall huddled with dozen other 
people the intersection Columbia Road 
and Washington Street Dorchester, wait- 
ing for the Route bus. Six days earlier, 
Dwayne Graham, 18-year-old from Hyde 
Park, was fatally shot this same spot while 
board the 23, becoming Boston’s 16th ho- 
micide victim of 2007. Now Wall and MBTA 
police chief Joseph Carter accompanied 
three red-jacketed Guardian Angels, a few 
Carter’s subordinates, and passel lo- 
cal journalists planned ride the route 
demonstrate its safety. 
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As with all such events, there was some- 
thing absurd about the premise: after all, 
the moment Wall & Co, boarded the bus, 
any resemblance to a normal ride on the 23 
would cease. (Also, the bus was running late 
due to cleaning after someone vomited on 
board; ordinary riders usually aren’t so fortu- 
nate.) From Wall’s perspective, though, this 
was minor concern. After all, the group 
ride would give Carter former Boston 
police superintendent and long-time friend 
of Wall’s — a chance to show off the new 
security cameras installing buses that 
run through high-crime would also 
serve as a reminder that the Angels, despite 
their cool reception from Boston mayor Tom 
Menino and Boston police commissioner 
Davis, had been welcomed Carter 
— which, of course, was a victory for Wall. 
And was yet another opportunity for Wall 
get his name the news. 

the assemblage started shivering, 

Wall urged Feinburg, who holds down the 

10 to noon slot on WRKO, to sit in Carter’s 
car and preserve his vocal cords. This was 
not selfless suggestion: Feinburg fan 
Wall’s, and planned discuss the minister’s 
anti-violence efforts on air the next day. 
“From point view, he’s very impres- 
sive,” Feinburg told earlier. “Whenever 
have so-called black leaders air, get calls 
from people the community saying, 
guy doesn’t represent us. He’s sellout.’. 
heard that about Pastor Wall.” 

attentiveness Feinburg may have 
been canny, but also highlighted his odd 
sense boundaries regarding the press. 
seems regard himself less object 
media coverage than as a journalistic collabo- 
rator and enabler relationship appar- 
ently feels should both ways. When 
first spoke for this story, for example, Wall 
suggested attend meeting with poten- 
tial radio advertiser; presence could help 
close the deal, he said. 

When | explained why this was problem- 
atic, Wall seemed to understand. So I was 
surprised when made similar sugges- 
tion while were waiting for the 23. He’d 
recently been contacted public-relations 
firm, Wall told me, but wasn’t interested 
paying for their services. “What really want 
from them when you talk them, want 
you push for is, what would hap- 
pen they became advertisers radio 
show, and pumped that firm?”, Wall said. 
“If affiliated with me, people would 
say, ‘That’s gotta the firm that’s helping 
this guy with all this PR.’ drive revenue 
them; they bring revenue me; and 
win-win for all us.”

A few minutes later, after the 23 had 
finally arrived and were climbing 
board, Wall was describing his relationship 
with the Boston press relationship, 
said, that he’s been cultivating for the last 
quarter-century. “With number report- 
ers, established personal relationships 
with them, the point where some get 
themselves trouble with their editors 
with the paper, can their editor and 
say, ‘The community standing behind 
this reporter. You can't get rid of her or him, 
because that reporter means much me.’ 
they have make choice.” 

tell many reporters, ‘Get yourself 
church,’” Wall added. church family 
behind you.’ the reporters then support 
all the more, because I’m willing 
beyond the professional.” 


THE GREAT WALL 

broad willingness transgress boundar- 
ies big reason Wall has been popular 
with the press. any given time, only 
handful public figures are willing pub- 
licly criticize conditions Tom Menino’s 
Boston; every four years, Menino crushes 
one these naysayers suspense-less 


mayoral election, and their ranks shrink 

bit further. This reluctance extends 
Boston's black ministers, who tend to be as- 
similated into the city’s power structure 
their congregations and influence grow. 

Wall has no such compunction, how- 
ever. And this lack reticence coupled 
with flair for dramatic gestures makes 
him perfect journalistic fodder. In 2005, 
for example, Wall “occupied” an apartment 
on Lyndhurst Street in Dorchester, after a 
shooting nearby house injured three 
and killed one. ombudsman 
Richard Chacén noted, Wall’s maneuver 
produced unusual amount coverage: 
a City & Region column by Adrian Walker, 
six straight days news stories accompa- 
nied large photographs, and lengthy 
editorial. (In the Herald, Wall’s project 
yielded an editorial and four stories.) 
Meanwhile, his recent warning that tour- 
ists should steer clear Boston was pegged 
anomalous incident the mur- 
der young white woman, ostensibly 
strangers rather than the black-on-black 
crime that much Greater Boston finds 
all too easy ignore. 

Wall deserves credit for his willingness 
challenge Menino, and for his skill 
getting his message out. But his critics 
argue that he’s better promoting him- 
self than teaming with other concerned 
citizens affect positive change and 
that his pushes, which focus heav- 
ily minority areas the city, actually 
have the potential make things worse. 
In fact, both these criticisms were hinted 
at in Chacén’s 2005 ombudsman’s note, 
which said the Globe had failed cover 
other community-betterment efforts 
Lyndhurst Street (some of which predated 
Wall’s arrival) and bemoaned the paper’s 
use the phrase “Hell Zone” describe 
the neighborhood question. 

One veteran Wall watcher tells the 
Phoenix that businesspeople and more 
affluent residents Codman Square, the 
Dorchester neighborhood where Wall’s 
church sits, have taken exception pub- 
lic comments from the pastor that could 
undercut their efforts improve the 
neighborhood. “He has his way calling 
attention issues, and sometimes issues 
need to have attention called to them,” this 
person says. “The question is, where you 
from there?” 

results guy,” another long-time 
Wall observer says Wall’s methods. “I’m 
friend Bruce’s; not close, but 
know him. And I’m not sure that any 
the stuff he’s done has worked.” 


SYNDICATION NATION 

When Bruce Wall wants make public 
declaration and often does 
blasts e-mails and faxes to, his count, 
some 700 reporters, columnists, editors, 
politicians, and community leaders, 
including 100 other parts the 
country. These missives are topped with 
oddly archaic masthead (“Computer 
Fax E-Mail News Service™ From 
Boston’”). And with their big fonts and 
bolded subtitles (“PASTOR BRUCE WALL 
CRIES FOUL,” “PASTOR WALL ANGRY”), 
they’re hardly subtle. 

April Wall sent communiqué 
entitled “SYNDICATION AROUND THE 
CORNER” that could have lasting nega- 
tive impact his prized relations with 
Boston’s media. Both the tone and the 
subject matter namely, increas- 
ing popularity broadcaster and his 
potential for syndication seemed bizarre, 
given the pastor’s recent characterizations 
of violence in Boston. A sampling: 

“Pastor Wall said when his radio shows 
reach the point popularity like others 
such Rev. Sharpton, Dr. James Dobson, 
and other talk show hosts around the coun- 


try; [sic] he will donate some of his revenue 
to the City of Boston in order to fund year- 
round jobs for the youth of Boston. 

“Pastor Wall said that soon he will stop 
giving interviews. He said if people want to 
hear what he has to say, they can listen to 
his radio shows or watch his broadcast... . 

“Pastor Wall said, ‘All 
I need is one bank, cloth- 
ing designer, or business 
person to [sic] wants to 
fund, advertise or invest 
growing shows and 
will start negotiating 
with other stations cit- 
ies that are waiting for 

For Wall skeptics, 
this message seemed 
confirm that Wall’s thirst 
for publicity had finally 
cannibalized his better 
instincts. “As reporter 
who gets all Pastor 
Wall’s press releases, 
was immediately clear, 
and almost surprising, 
that would candidly 
admit that the goal his 
vocal criticism the city 
personal gain,” one says. 

“There’s really good 
Bruce Wall, and then 
there are these boundar- 
ies goes over,” adds 
another Wall observer. 
“Bruce looks like he’s kind 
blending religion and 
business opportunities 
here, and doing 
really big way. absolutely 
blame the media for this. 
Because the media had 
not grown his ego big, 
thinking 
this way.” 


CROSSING LINES 

There are signs that the media may back- 
ing off Wall. Last week, the pastor attended 
meeting between police commissioner 
Davis and Angels founder Curtis Sliwa that 
he’d helped broker; the next day, neither 
the Globe nor the Herald mentioned 
presence the role he’d played. The 
write-up the group ride the 23, mean- 
while, didn’t note that Wall took part. (The 
Herald barely covered the event.)

Dickerson’s church on that Sunday” — April 
Menino accused the media exag 
gerating crime in the city — “my church 
was only about five blocks away, and I had 
the Guardian Angels. What the mayor was 
trying to do — this isn’t against him — was 


to bring all the media attention away from 
the Guardian Angels and 
me, go to a fellow pas- 
tor’s church, and stand 
up and say, ‘There’s no 
problem.’ Well, is that 
self-promotion?” 

These defenses of 
Wall and his methods 
imply that he’s an expert 
Strategist, one who’s 
pressing exactly the but- 
tons intends press. 
But that may not be 
the case. During one of 
our conversations, Wall 
made what sounded like 
half-serious plea for 
less media coverage. “It’s 
you guys that are mak- 
ing me go after these 
things,” said. “If you 
guys want stop, 
then stop putting me in 
the newspapers and tell- 
ing me that I have some- 
thing offer.” 

Later, Wall put his 
current situation into 
explicitly faith-based 
context. While there’s 
nothing intimidat- 
ing about his manner 
today, Wall says he was 
something punk 
when he was growing 
ing into cars, driving 
around friends who actu- 
ally stole the cars them- 

selves, carrying ham- 

mer for self-protection 

and the occasional fight. 
Then crossed paths with the Reverend 
Michael Haynes, the legendary pastor of 
Boston’s Twelfth Baptist Church, who 
helped him become Christian. Haynes 
subsequently steered him Berkshire 
Christian College, now-defunct school 
Lenox, where he embarked on his ministe- 
rial career. (Wall also has a master’s from 
Gordon-Conwell Theological 

Now, Wall sees the hand of God in 
everything does. “When sent out that 
flier” the one warning tourists steer 
clear of Boston — “I shook,” Wall says. “I 
will honest; said, ‘What the heck did 
just do?’ Then, when the Herald called me 
and said they wanted make front- 
page story, said, ‘Oh, gosh.’ Then they 
called and said, going the 
third page because Curtis Sliwa coming.’ 
I said, ‘Dear Jesus, thank you!’ Now, look- 
ing back hindsight, haven’t master- 
minded any this. believe I’m being led 
God speak what need say.” 

As a preacher, of course, Wall knows that 
God has history turning his favorites 
and seems bracing himself for 
fall. “The same press that brings you up, 
they write negative things about you, 
they can bring you down,” Wall told the 
last time talked. “But the press all 
sudden turned and started writ- 
ing terrible things about me, wouldn’t 
anything differently. Because unlike some 
politicians, don’t put finger into the 
wind and say, ‘Hmmm, what should I deal 
with today?’ Really, mission. And 
mission comes from another

And Tom Menino, while admirably mar- 
shaling city agencies for the task over the 
past years, seems more concerned with 
protecting his political control over develop- 
ment than forging long-term solution. 

Often recognized issue for Back 
Bay homeowners, groundwater deple- 
tion poses much wider danger. 
Richardson’s Trinity Church, which defines 
Copley Square, risk. are majestic 
Brahmin homes the water-facing side 
Beacon Hill; quaint residences the 
South End reclaimed recent years from 
encroaching urban decay; tightly packed 
Chinatown homes and shops behind the 
Beach Street paifang gate; gentrified apart- 
ments above tiny eateries on cobblestoned 
North End streets; and Fort Point ware- 
houses reborn artists’ lofts. 

If this is not an environmental issue 
that should concern the state, 
nothing is. Groundwater is to Boston what 
levees are to New Orleans; at risk are the 
homes thousands residents, along 
with the very structures that make Boston 
the “Hub the Universe,” preferred desti- 
nation of tourists, students, and workers. 

Thousands Boston’s buildings, built 
on fill that turned harbor and swamp into 
usable land, are danger collapse. 
They are supported on wood pilings that 
keep the structures above the water that 
still lurks beneath the surface. And, while 
it may seem counterintuitive, the wood 
now depends that very water: when 
the groundwater levels drop, exposes 
the pilings, which dry out, rot, crack, and 
eventually collapse. 

Rainwater and melting snow should 
constantly replenish the groundwater. But 
for decades, we humans have prevented 
these natural sources of water from getting 
below ground: paved over the soil and 
pumped water away prevent flooding 
to allow for construction, and have let the 
groundwater leak into pipes and under- 
ground structures. And keep doing it. 

The stakes are enormous, and we are 
already seeing the consequences. One Back 
Bay family had climb out window after 
their house shifted due rotted pilings, 
says Jerome Smith, chief of staff to City 
Councilor Michael Ross. Others have had 
evacuate houses deemed unsafe. Some have 
spent quarter-million dollars more 
install new steel-and-concrete underpin- 
ning keep their homes standing. 

“We depend the groundwater for our 
entire neighborhood,” says Jackie Yessian, 
chair of the Neighborhood Association of 
the Back Bay. 

Other cities built on filled land, such 
as Milwaukee, St. Louis, and St. Paul, 


eventually solved the problem through 
“urban renewal” tearing down the old 
neighborhoods and rebuilding. Boston 
did the same small scale the 
1980s, when group Chinatown homes 
was deemed too damaged depleted 
groundwater repair. 

Eventually, that is exactly what will 
happen Boston the groundwater 
levels aren’t cared for with constant vigi- 
lance and fast. Imagine the Back Bay 
rebuilt, without the rounded brick bays 
laid Victorian-era craftsmen. Imagine 
the North End rebuilt without any trace 
Paul Revere. 

other words, imagine Boston turn- 
ing into just another city. 


YEARS GOVERNMENTAL 
NEGLECT 

For years, both city and state government 
abdicated their responsibility monitor, 
regulate, and protect Boston’s groundwa- 
ter levels. Finally, in the past 18 months 
so, Menino and various local and state 
agencies — the BRA, the MBTA, the Bos- 
ton Water and Sewer Commission, the 
and the state’s Office Environ- 
mental and Energy Affairs have stepped 
up to form a non-binding agreement to 
address the issue through a City-State 
Groundwater Working Croup. rare 
display mutual amity and cooperation, 
they have done fine job beginning 
address the problem. 

During that time, since the city 
finished installing network monitor- 
ing wells, have seen stark evidence 
how groundwater levels change constant- 
ly, throughout the city, due localized 
problems that are difficult detect and 
often costly repair. 

For example, wells East Boston 
revealed unexpected groundwater-level 
problems that were eventually traced 
leaks Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA) sewer lines, which 
the agency now fixing. the South 
End, previously disinterested MBTA 
was convinced that leaks at Back Bay 
Station were rapidly depleting the 
groundwater; it is now working to fix 
them, and will eventually install a 
groundwater-replenishing system. 

Just last month, the Boston 
Groundwater Trust found that 
significant drop” groundwater lev- 
els along Congress Street Fort Point 
Channel was due nearby development 
project pumping more than three million 
gallons out the ground since January 
— and was permitted to do so. 

Such problems had gone undetected and 
unaddressed through years almost total 
governmental neglect, even though 1983 
law required the DEP regulate low-lying

“tidelands,” including most of Boston, and 
parts of several outlying towns. 

That work was neglected because in 
1990 the DEP looked at its tiny staff and 
the thousands of acres of tidelands, and 
decided to make things.easier by simply 
excusing itself from the vast majority of 
its obligations. 

The agency issued regulation 
exempting all “landlocked filled tide- 
lands” from the new law, defined so 
@xpansively that some 4000 acres — 3000 
in Boston alone — were freed from DEP 
oversight. For the next 17 years, the state 
turned a blind eye to development on 
those exempted lands, until the Supreme 
judicial Court (SJC) ruled this February 
that the state had right rewrite the 
law as it did. 

appreciate the effect the DEP might 
have had, had it not been ignoring this 
mandate, simply look what has 
accomplished under the same law 
the few bits of land it did not exempt, 
which sits directly on the waterfront. 

All you need do is stroll along the Rowes 
Wharf public walkway. That walkway,

But not everyone shares opti- 
mism. And many charge that control is 
true motivation for resisting 
state involvement. “Menino doesn’t want 
the state regulating his city,” says one 
state legislator. 

By forcing the issue two years ago, 
Menino put all the strings his own 
hands. The BRA, which works for 
him, controls special licensing on the 
Groundwater Conservation Overlay 
District, created in 2005. The City-State 
Groundwater Working Croup, which 
meets quarterly, is co-chaired by Menino’s 
man Hunt. And in 2002, Menino revived 
the defunct Boston Groundwater Trust, 
but brought it into City Hall, put his own 
appointees the board, and funded 
through the city. 

To Menino’s credit, it’s likely that such 
monolithic control was necessary, after 
so many years of negligence and finger- 
pointing among the different agencies. 

But what happens when Menino leaves 
office, or loses interest, or — as many fear 
— developers use their influence to weak- 
en BRA enforcement? 

“This patchwork that’s working right 
now, there’s nothing 
ensure that will 
stay together,” says 
Gordon Richardson, 
executive director of 
Citywide Croundwater 
Emergency Taskforce 
(Citywide-GET). 
“That’s a very thin 
thread on which to 
hang this entire issue 
perpetuity.” 

Which is why a 
group legislators 
are fighting hard 
replace Patrick’s DEP 
bill with a new, com- 
prehensive oversight 
bill. Meanwhile, 
Citywide- 
plans release 
proposal, soon 
next month, fora 
state-level strategy 
groundwater oversight. 

“If don’t get this 
right, buildings col- 
lapse, and constitu- 
ents lose their homes,” 
Walz says. she 
sees it, the legislature 
already told the DEP 
deal with this issue 
back in 1983.

Provost and others argue that the only 
beneficiaries the status quo are devel- 
opers many whom are strongly sup- 
porting Patrick’s bill.

Some large development projects 
are also reviewed the Massachusetts 
Environmental Protection Act Office, 
although that entity has licensing 
power, and thus not much teeth, 
critics argue. 

And DEP acting commissioner Arleen 
testified that the only “public 
benefit” her staff could think regulate 
landlocked filled tidelands was, don’t 
know, maybe sidewalks” for better access.

The real reason the Patrick administration 
doesn’t want the job, critics say, the same 
reason the Weld administration rejected 
years ago: staffing. The DEP has just seven 
people overseeing the waterfront permits and 
licenses, and would need many more the 
other tidelands were part its duties. The 
administration has enough budget problems 
without asking for more money for regula- 
tors especially when Patrick has been 
promising reduce regulatory hassles 
speed economic development. 

Area legislators are trying split the 
Patrick bill into two parts. They would 
quickly pass exemption for already- 
planned development, not hold 
projects the works. But rather than 
adopting the exemption going forward, 
they would take time develop compre- 
hensive approach groundwater and tide- 
land environmental issues. 

But, some argue, that’s not really 
enough. Regulating the impact new 
development important witness plans 
for Columbus Center, which include sys- 
tem pump roof water into the ground 
but only part the solution. There 
needs vigilant, active, permanent 
body like the new City-State Groundwater 
Working Group, but one with legal author- 
ity and real power, that will monitor 
groundwater, root out causes problems, 
and force corrections regardless what 
the cost and who will bear it. 

“Things are working very well right 
now,” says Richardson. “But may not 
effective long-term solution that will make 
illegal expensive anything that 
would deplete groundwater.

The real Nico emerges The Frozen Borderline

here may have 
existed another 
woman in the 
"60s able to claim 
Brian Jones, Bob 
Dylan, Jim Morrison, Jimi 
Hendrix, Lou Reed, and 
Iggy Pop lovers, but 
she can’t have been as 
interesting Nico. Asa 
consort of the elite, Nico : 
ruled them all. For a time 
she had little Leonard 
Cohen crouched somber- 
eyed at her side, feeding 
her macrobiotic tidbits, 
but he never had his way 
with her. It made him feel 
like Berlin: “Hungry as an 
archway/Through which 
the troops have passed,” 
he wrote in “Take This 
Longing,” “I stand in ruins 
behind you.” Her beauty 
was damaging — beauty, 
in the words of Yeats, “to 
make eye dis- 
traught.” 

And then there was her 
voice: that tolling, not- 
to-be-resisted voice, so 
home the medizval 
depth the Velvet Under- 
“All 
Parties” that the music 
— guitar scratch, slave- 
ship drums, and John 
Cale’s piano doing its Black Angel boo- 
gie-woogie top unimaginable 
without it. dominatrix contralto, with 
vowel sounds as cold and monumental 
the Brandenburg Gate: “And whaaat 
will she do with Thursday’s raaaags 
when Monday comes a-roooound.” 
laugh the hairs the back your 
neck standing respectfully 
attention. was the perfect song for 
Nico, for this frowning German cover 
girl who had fetched the Warhol 
circle after modeling in Paris, acting in 
a Fellini movie (La dolce vita) in Rome, 
and dabbling pop career Swing- 
ing London. Lou Reed's lyric sketched 
the meltdown of a Manhattan debu- 
tante, but in shapes that seemed to echo 
out Central European folk memory: 
blackened shroud, hand-me-down 
gown/Of rags and silks, a costume/Fit 
for one who sits and cries/For all tomor- 
row’s PAAAR-TIES.” It was Truman Ca- 
pote by way of the Brothers Crimm, and 
would ricochet through her life like 
prophecy. 

Rhino Records has gathered and re- 
mastered two Nico’s albums, The Marble 


POST-VELVETS The solo Nico ignored the oncoming '70s, behind, 
and and beyond, the chill late joy Division. 


Index and Desertshore, into one package: The 
Frozen Borderline: 1968-1970. Together they 
add one the more astonishing ar- 
tistic statements the century. For 
shock, straight “Janitor Lunacy,” 
the first track Desertshore: over hub- 
ble-bubble harmonium the voice comes 
atavistic, ageless. The junkie chamber 
music her post-Velvets album Chelsea 
Girls, which all the songs were written 
her boyfriends (Dylan, Reed, Jackson 
Browne), is centuries away. The Frozen Bor- 
derline pure Nico: the woman herseif. 
There were men involved, course. 
Solitude, drugs, and men were her three 
elements. Permission to create, she 
said, was given her “soul brother” 
Jim Morrison: they did peyote together 
the desert outside LA, sliced open 
their thumbs and swapped blood, and 
somewhere between the cactus visions 
and the readings Blake and Coleridge 
songwriter. She got hold the harmo- 
nium that would accompany her there- 
after like witch’s familiar and taught 
herself how play it, grinding and 


creaking away this 
little engine bad 
vibes. She confined 
herself candle- 
lit room and wrote 
lyrics, half poems, 
in which the Roman- 
tics whom Mor- 
rison had introduced 
her were refracted 
through strange, 
glassy language: 
“Symbols captured 
a traaaance/Vanish 
from my glaaaance.” 
And then she took it 
all to John Cale. 

The Marble Index was 
Cale’s first produc- 
tion job, though to 
call him a producer 
vastly understates 
his role: his work 
extraordinary com- 
pliment paid one 
artist another. Cale 
took Nico’s pulseless 
recitatives and the 
obsessive iterations 
her harmonium 
and lifted them into 
a pale, exotic anti- 
world his own. His 
pre-Velvets drone ex- 
periments, his unique 
instrumental palette, 
his skills as an orchestrator, all came 
into play. “Frozen Warnings” the 
standout, graveyard lullaby seared and 
electrified the frequencies Cale’s 
viola: “Friar hermit stumbles over/The 
cloudy borderline/Frozen warnings close 
to mine/Close to the frozen borderline.” 
was sound that ignored the oncom- 
ing altogether: looked behind, 
plainchant and folklore, and beyond, 
the marmoreal chill of late Joy Division, 
the ice ballads Jesu. 

Three unverifiable stories from Nico’s 
past, retailed by her in various forms 
various times. The first: her father, 

soldier Hitler’s army, was driven 
insane head wound and finished 
off officer his own unit. The 
second: child the railway town 
Lubbenau she witnessed freight cars 
full of Jews being shunted toward the 
death camps. The third: teenager 
in Berlin she was raped by an American 
soldier; she testified against him and 
was hanged. True not (and some 
surely was), Nico claimed this triptych 
of sufiering as her own. “Over railroad 
station tracks/Faintly flickers modest 


cry,” she sings “Frozen Warnings.” 
“From without a thousand cycles/A 
thousand cycles to come/A thousand 
times to win/A thousand ways to run 

the world.” The warning wasted: the 
war already over. Life kneels almost 
soundless consent the thousand-year 
Reich. Touring Germany her later 
years, Nico would sing the banned na- 
tional anthem and get bombarded with 
seat cushions. had gun,” she said, 
would shoot you all.” 

Steven Lee Beeber, author The Hee- 
bie Jeebies Secret History Jewish 
Punk Rock (Chicago Review Press), is fas- 
cinated Nico. “She’s indirect and 
elusive in her Germanness,” he says over 
the phone from his home in Jamaica 
Plain. “You could compare her with Dee 
Dee Ramone, who was also born Ger- 
many, with a soldier for a father. Dee 
big conflict was that his father 
was American serviceman who mar- 
ried a blonde blue-eyed German woman 
and then fought with her terribly, and 
kid Dee Dee started collecting Nazi 
memorabilia just piss off his father.

ike so many indie-rockers raised 

the shadow Northwestern 

clouds — or, for that matter, like so 

many artists raised in the shadow 

of the 20th century — Isaac Brock 
knows a thing or two about gray skies. But 
the Modest Mouse frontman also knows 
the somewhat forgotten art of backlight- 
ing those clouds with streaks of sunlight. 
So on the 2004 album Good News for People 
Who Love Bad News (Epic), Brock and his 
three mates included song where they 
backed their car into cop car and the cop 
just drove off because sometimes we just 
“Float On” past impending doom. was 
a perfect(ly) Modest moment, romantic 
and dramatic but vocally unkempt, even 
a little unhinged, like life itself. Then 
something surprising happened: this tem- 
porary reprieve from the bad news sold like 
the Good News of the Bible. 

Actually, “surprising” understate- 
ment — the cops didn’t just drive off, they 
dropped bundle unmarked bills from 
the bank robber they'd just caught. Now 
31, Brock has been making music with 
Modest Mouse since he was 14 and liv- 
ing shed behind his folks’ trailer 
the Seattle-area sticks. In 1997, the band 
released The Lonesome Crowded West (Up), 

“a high watermark of ’90s indie rock,” 

as Spin recently put it, and that led to yet 
another major-label bidding war for a 
Seattle-area indie outfit. In 2000, when 
everything “alt” had dried into a Puddle 
of Mudd, Modest Mouse finally released 
their major-label debut, The Moon and 
Antarctica (Epic), sprawling, arty album 
whose commercial prospects were dark 
Brock’s writing. really wanted 
have the chance to make just crazier al- 
bums, you know, much the chagrin 
Epic,” Brock said when | interviewed him 
during the The Moon and Antarctica tour. 
“Probably the next one is going to be re- 
ally fucking odd, and probably completely 
unsellable, which suggests what kind of 
writing we've been doing lately.

So, surprise surprise, with Brock-like, 
yin-yang irony, Modest Mouse’s new al- 
bum, Were Dead Before the Ship Even Sank 
(Epic), the group’s most miraculous 
album yet because it’s normal, fitting 
neatly and naturally into the artistic 
and commercial forefront of the current 
white-boy-guitar-music renaissance. And 
does while consolidating the band’s 
particular genre-and-generation-bend- 
ing sound. could consolidate Modest 
influence future genres and 
generations, the way that Modest Mouse 
and Clap Your Hands Say Yeah! and Ar- 
cade Fire have been influenced Talking 
Heads and the Pixies.

Patrick Hamilton's 1947 The Slaves of 
Solitude, set in London during the Blitz, 
and Alfred Hayes’s 1949 The Girl on the Via 
Flaminia, set in liberated Rome while the 
war continues elsewhere, are two of the 
ongoing series of fiction reissues that has 
been a boon for contemporary readers (and 
made much contemporary fiction pale in 
comparison). They are both war novels 
without a single combat scene. Hamilton's 
book set shabbily respectable board- 
ing house on the outskirts of London, 
Hayes’s in a not-so-respectable boarding 
house (the owner has turned it into a place 
for prostitutes to lodge or bring their regu- 
lars) frequented the Allied liberators. 

Even without American Cls figuring in 

the plots both books, without the air 
raids and rationing Hamilton writes of, 
and the resentment of the defeated Italian 
soldier in Hayes, the war would be present 
in the very fiber of these novels. The com- 
bat novel gives soldiers who things 
that would have previously been un- 
thinkable for them. The women in these 
two novels don’t face such drastic moral 
choices, such slim chances of survival. 
But in the way that war has narrowed 
their choices, has made life feel small and 
dingy and besotted with the grey reality 
of the combat taking place elsewhere, 
each finds herself situations that are 
unthinkable enough. 

Patrick Hamilton is best known for 
writing the plays that were the basis 
the films and Rope, and for the ter- 
rifying hardboiled novel London the 
Hangover Square (recently republished 
Europa Editions). The Slaves Solitude isn’t 
as dark a book as Hangover Square (almost no 
novels are). has wit and bite and 
never put the position fearing that 
disaster awaits the heroine, Miss Roach 
(that how she known throughout). 
The genre Hamilton writing desper- 
ately needs those qualities because English 
novels about the small undignified famil- 
iarities boarding house life can suck the 
life out of you even when (as in Elizabeth 
Mrs. Palfrey the Claremont) they’re 
good. (Anita tales pinched 
drab lives can have you reaching for the 
straight razor.)

In The Slaves of Solitude Hamilton abjures 
despair favor sharpness. The duels be- 
tween Miss Roach and Mr. Thwaites, the 
old duffer who holds forth at each meal 
and makes Miss Roach the special object 
his wheedling ridicule, are written with 
the verbal precision you might find 
comedy manners, and with the height- 
ened psychological and physical apprehen- 
sion you might find the beginning stag- 
exemplar middle-class Britons who 
suspect fascism might not such bad 
thing, but are forced become grudging 
patriots when England goes to war against 
Germany — is a brilliant creation, the type 
of needling blowhard who exists in every 
era, masking his unbearableness with an 
air offended respectability. 

The Slaves of Solitude follows Miss Roach as 
her friendship with young German woman 
who comes reside her boarding house 
turns into a silent and hostile estrange- 
ment, and as her almost-romance with a 
callow, clumsy American lieutenant comes 
represent how little she’s settled for. 
Written at a time when society (though not 
Hamilton) would consider a single woman of 
39 an old maid, The Slaves of Solitude brings her 
the horrors of the end of war still lie ahead 
but her own solitude seems less a curse 
than respite. When writer capable 
saddened misanthropy and unafraid 
moral darkness Hamilton pulls off lull 
in the battle as convincing as this one, you 
can only feel gratitude. 

The Girl the Via Flaminia, Alfred Hayes 
transfers all the conflicts the most inti- 
mate of battlegrounds. Robert, the Ameri- 
can the center the novel who finds 
himself Rome toward the end the 
war, is both liberator and conqueror. Were 
only the latter, he’d still subject 
the embarrassed resentment people feel 
toward the forces that save their countries 
when they can’t themselves. Tired the 
whores available to him on the Via Veneto, 
he arranges to enter a pretend “marriage” 
with Lisa, beautiful young woman who 
has never sold herself before. 

There would nothing unusual about 
the novel Hayes novelist and screenwriter 
who did uncredited work on De Sica’s Bicycle 
Thieves and Rossellini’s Paisan) were merely 
noting the tenderness possible between pros- 
titutes and their customers. What he’s done 
here chart incipient love story which 
every flare passion doused something 
even more passionate Lisa’s shame, which 
she turns outward, expressing contempt in- 
stead the gratitude she believes the Allies 
expect.

The Netherlands may be known for 
wooden shoes and wind mills, but it is 
also the source some the most in- 
ventive architecture being done today. 
Architects like Rem Koolhas and Wiel 
Arets combine prodigious imagination, 
a humanistic spirit, and technical savvy 
that are a continuation of the Dutch 
tradition rendered in modern materials 
and forms. Europeans are more secure 


in their history than Americans. ARCHI- 
TECTURE IN THE NETHERLANDS, along with 
ARCHITECTURE IN FRANCE and ARCHITECTURE 
THE U.K., uncompromisingly 
modern buildings within historic cen- 
ters that rely sensitivity scale and 
craftsmanship rather than Disneyland 
historicism stitch new and old to- 
gether. Each book includes map (unfor- 
tunately crude) and text (suitably terse) 
that guide the reader, visitor, through 
each building’s history and important 
features. 

Like most publications architec- 
ture, these books offer luscious photos 
where beautiful buildings inhabit 
ethereal world far from how life actu- 
ally lived.

Paul Verhoeven has made brilliant 
study the origins and consequences 
of Fascism. That film, of course, is Star- 
ship Troopers (1997). Black Book, tale 
espionage and resistance during the 
last days the Nazi occupation the 


Netherlands, something else entirely. 


It’s bit romantic comedy, with 
the traditional mistaken identity and 
pairing opposites that genre. It’s 
hyper-emotional melodrama sparked 


with treacheries, illusions, revenge, 
and obsessive love. It’s Hitchcockian 
suspense thriller without suspense. It’s 
trash heap enjoyable but absurd 
contrivances and mismatched conven- 
tions with glimmers political and 
psychological insight. short, it’sa 
Paul Verhoeven film, of the kind that’s 
been missed for decade. 

Verhoeven’s filmmaking return 
his native Netherlands, two decades 
after his Hollywood debut with the out- 
standing RoboCop (1987) and seven years 
after the dismal failure Hollow Man 
(2000), includes many of the juicy bits 
left out of Soldier of Orange (1977), his oc- 
casionally flaky and off-color but gener- 
ally by-the-book adaptation the war 
memoir heroic Dutch resistance lead- 
Erik Hazelhoff seems 
that while researching that film and 
co-screenwriter Gerard Soeteman (who 
also co-scripted Book) came with 
some material that did not fit into their 
mostly respectful homage. Whether 
that research culled such nuggets 
female Jewish spies dying their carpets 
to match the drapes (the detail that has 
most enamored critics of the movie) or 
buckets shit dumped collaborators 
newly liberated drunken Dutch mobs 
(shades of Abu Ghraib) or the incessant 
phallic usage handguns unclear. I’m 
pretty sure, though, that they made 
most the plot twists the wacky, im- 
plausible story. 
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BLACK BOOK comedy. It’s melodrama. 


It starts in 1956, with Rachel (saucy 
Carice Van Houten), a/k/a Ellis, teaching 
primary-school class ramshackle 
Israeli kibbutz. (So much for suspense 
as to whether the heroine survives.) A 
chance encounter sends her quiet 
moment the shore lake, the Sea 
Galilee. Her shimmering reflection, that 
old warning sign pending flashback, 
just one many corny devices Verhoeven 
indulges in, takes back “Holland 
1944,” where Rachel, Anne Frank-style, 
holes attic. When Allied 
bomb puts the kibosh that hiding 
place, Rachel must take her chances with 
the Resistance which lot more 
dangerous but lot more fun than eating 
grim meals and reciting New Testament 
passages for pious Dutch family. 

Her first contact leads her into trap 
which her family are massacred and 
she barely escapes. Disguised dead 
typhus victim, she’s smuggled safety 
coffin and thus truly initiated into 
the Underground. It’s labyrinthine, 
shadowy, dysfunctional realm headed 
patriarchal Gerben Kuipers (Derek 
Lint), who’s joined his son Tim 
(Ronald Armbrust) and the dashing Hans 
Akkermans (Thom Hoffman). Moved 
perhaps more boredom than ven- 
geance (her job then has been boil- 
ing roots into soup), Rachel takes part 
mission with the sexy Akkermans that 
leads through various unlikely scenarios 
her shacking up, freshly dyed and 


renamed Ellis, with Gestapo colonel Lud- 
wig (Sebastian Koch). 

She’s there to spy, but, darn it all, they 
hit off. (Your family got wiped out the 
war? family got wiped out the war!) 
Even when Rachel’s “roots” start showing, 
something draws them together. col- 
lects stamps, after all, while his dungeons 
echo with the howls tortured souls. 
Maybe these two lovebirds from differ- 
ent worlds can make and true 
romantic-comedy fashion achieve uto- 
pian reconciliation of opposites. Or maybe 
Miintze just really, really stupid. 

so, has lots company this 
film. There’s little mystery about who’s 
double-crossing who; Verhoeven fingers 
everyone with the hoariest cinematic 
tipoffs. But Verhoeven himself not 
stupid. While the plot mechanics creak 
on, sly bits satiric insight glitter. Blink 
and you might not notice that Kuipers 
Communist which case you won’t ful- 
comprehend the tragi-comedy errors 
that occurs following the “Liberation.” You 
might overlook the sudden swarming 
Israeli soldiers into the kibbutz the very 
end the film, seeming precursor the 
Suez crisis of 1956. It’s a throw-away finale 
recalling the archly ambiguous last scene 
Starship Troopers, and underscores the 
gleeful pessimism underlying 

high jinks. When Rachel mutters one 
gloomy point, “It never ends,” that’s not 
just another cliché.

Nations lie about the past. fami- 
lies, and maybe the habits denying 
the truth, keeping secrets, romanticizing 
events, and forgetting unpleasantness 
— that have become routine for modern 
governments originated the social 
unit parents and siblings. It’s theme 
that recurs several films this year’s 
Jewishfilm.2007, the annual festival estab- 
lished by the National Center for Jewish Film 
filmfest/jfzoo7calendar.htm), a group at- 
tuned the politics and psychology re- 
membering and forgetting.

1962. Hilik’s naive and fanciful point of view 
takes the domestic travails his mother 
and father, Rivka and Moishe, both Ausch- 
witz survivors, the latter still mourning his 
loss there his first wife and son. When 
Moishe sees picture the paper Jack 
Waldman, an adviser to President Kennedy, 
he’s convinced the man the son thought 
he’d lost. In an attempt to make his father 
happy, Hilik fakes a letter from Waldman, 
another familiar plot device in this kind of 
movie. But the hilarious and heart-rending 
chaos that erupts transcends cliché. A scene 
in which two Holocaust survivors clutch to- 
gether illicit embrace passes from broad 
comedy to wrenching pathos to stark horror, 
and the performances, especially from the 
changeling-like Port, haunt the memory. 

nlike the Waldmans, the Hakim trip- 
lets in Dina Zvi-Riklis’s Three Mothers (2006; 
Wasserman Cinematheque April 21 @ 8:30 
pm) escaped the worst the century, 
and their melodrama is largely of their own 
making. Born in 1942 in Alexandria to a

and as in Three Mothers, a family member 
with a camera is on hand to record it 
all. Despite the title, Ludin’s emotional 
family airing-out has more in common 
with Oprah Winfrey than with Jean-Luc 
Godard, though the eerie soundtrack and 
the visual style (its handwritten titles and 
framed images evoke the pages scrap- 
book) provide a semblance of detachment. 

Not that such an approach is inap- 
propriate, Ludin confronts his surviv- 
ing sisters with documentary proof that 
their father — Hanns Ludin, a Nazi from 
the earliest days of the movement, later 
“Ambassador” to Slovakia and hanged 
as a war criminal in 1947 — did indeed 
know that those papers was signing 
were sending thousands to their deaths. 
A microcosm of a nation’s guilt, no 
doubt, but had the feeling that, true 
family-politics style, Ludin fils is letting 
himself off easy making his sisters 
look sobad.

Here’s sunny movie-world tale. 

Cam Archer, young filmmaker from 
Santa Cruz, California, got his short works 
into the hands Gus Van Sant, who 
watched and appreciated them and agreed 
executive-produce feature.

The prime audience 
for Wild Tigers is arthouse 
adults, as some of the 
material probably too 
licentious for approved 
teen watching. Too 
bad. Logan agonized 
over his same-sex feel- 
ings and were fearful 
of acting on them, the 
film might endorsed 
for school discussions 
about respecting sexual 
diversity. chaste ho- 
mosexual! Instead, Cam 
Archer offers us a randy 
young dandy who, drip- 
ping with libido, wears 
lipstick and blond wig.

magic, from disappearing acts to an inhab- 
ited cabinet that gets riddled with swords; 
high-energy drollery clearly enjoyed by the 
performers; and a well-earned poignance at 
the end of the show’s tunnel of vaudeville 
and schmaltz. This last, along with an un- 
usually hard-edged depiction the world’s 
sadistic vicissitudes, both sharpens and 
tempers the second act, which moves mas- 
terfully from the petulance of “This Plum Is 
Too Ripe” the Cabaret stridency “Round 
and Round” to the bruised reconciliation of 
“They Were You.” But for me, there is prob- 
ably no act of magic carnival, directorial, 
or thespian that could make the show’s 
coy and belabored first act less than grat- 
ing. “Plant a radish, get a radish,” the song 
goes. For my money, The Fantasticks plants 
melodic cuteness all over the yard, then at- 
tempts reap something more profound. 
It is a testament to the act’ g by the Trinity 
leads that succeeds. 

one expects heartbreak high notes 
from the show’s dueling-gardener dads, who 
pretend to feud in the hope that their prog- 
eny will fall in love to spite them, or from the 
fraying hacks who turn up like the Players 
in Hamlet. (The Fantasticks is based on Edmond 
Rostand’s Les romanesques, but there’s quite a 
bit Shakespearean borrowing.) Here the 
likable if eccentrically dressed Fred Sullivan 
Jr. and Stephen Berenson are a frisky Mutt 
& Jeff team as those venerable vegetable- 
growing vaudevilleans Hucklebee and Bel- 
lomy. And the interloping hams, Brian 
McEleney, all addled vanity in his Buster 
Brown wig, and Mauro Hantman, pulling 
off dazed death scene with tomahawk 
stuck his face, prove themselves able co- 
medians, though their parts are tiresome. 
More interesting are the Teller-esque Mute of 
Brown/Trinity Rep Consortium student Nate 
Dendy and the more tough and mournful 
than swashbuckling Joe Wilson 
Jr., who is also an impressive, unaffected 
singer. As the young lovers, snug, sundered, 
and then chastened, Rachael Warren has the 
starry eyes and the ringing pipes, Stephen 
Thorne the pompous innocence and the 
scuffed, brimming heart. 


It’s ironic that play with the awk- 
ward mouthful of a title I Have Before 
Me a Remarkable Document Given to Me bya 
Young Lady from Rwanda (at Stoneham The- 
atre through April 22) should turn out 
about the power writing. fact, 
the title of British author Sonja Linden’s 
two-person drama bursts from its first 
speech, which young refugee from 
the 1994 Rwandan genocide speaks di- 
rectly the audience device that recurs 
throughout). the country for just five 


months, she is on her 
way across London toa 
refugee center where she 
will consult its writer-in- 
residence about the book 
she has been scribbling 
while holed up in her bar- 
ren room at a hostel. In 
response, she is certain, 
he will order his secretary 
to ring up the best pub- 
lisher in London with the 
news that “I have before 
me a remarkable document 
given to me by a young 
lady from Rwanda!” This 
projection bristles with 
hope and indicates 
how little the woman, 
whose book is written in 
her native tongue, knows 
speaking naturally 
English. 

The play is rooted 
in Linden’s seven-year 
experience writer- 
in-residence at the Medical Foundation for 
the Care of Victims of Torture. It draws in 
particular on her interaction with a young 
Rwandan woman whose entire Tutsi fam- 
ily had been murdered by Hutu extremists 
during the 100-day attempt wipe the rival 
ethnic group from the face their country. 
Eventually that woman's near-unbearable 
tale makes its way into the play. But the 
central journey of Young Lady from Rwanda lies 
in the burgeoning relationship of the title 
character and the floundering British poet 
working part-time the refugee center who 
tries help her tell her story way that 
personal and therefore more compelling, 
rather than as a carefully researched docu- 
ment devoid her own painful specifics. 

It’s not easy, course, create warm 
piece documentary theater out geno- 
cide; Linden does so by drawing humor from 
the cultural divide between Juliette, the 
young Rwandan, and Simon, the blocked 
middle-aged Englishman who serves au- 
thorial stand-in — and by pulling the rug out 
from under some of our Western assump- 
tions. Simon thinks will give Juliette 
treat in the way of a ride in his car; she men- 
tally notes how shabby it is compared to that 
her murdered physician father. The two 
take a picnic to the park where Juliette, re- 
pulsed mozzarella, falls into fit laugh- 
ter when Simon undertakes to eat a banana. 
In her country, she says with embarrassed 
amusement, only women and babies eat 
bananas. Linden told the Boston Globe that she 
made the writer-in-residence a man to add 
“frisson” to the relationship. But Simon’s 
never-acted-upon sexual attraction to young 
Juliette, which stimulates a new batch of 
poems, struck distasteful distraction 
from the main event: guiding Juliette un- 
locking the agonizing story that both arrests 
and ameliorates her pain. 

At Stoneham Theatre, artistic director 
Wesley Savick takes strong, simple ap- 
proach to the piece, which unfolds on and 
either side wooden platform where 
mentor and student meet. Set designer 
Richard Chambers supplies looming 
brick wall partly covered by what looks like 
a draped white sail, and sound designer 
David Wilson counteracts the starkness 
with a subtle mix of mostly African music. 
Owen Doyle brings an appropriate mix of 
modesty and condescension the troubled 
poet, who’s torn between his own creative 
difficulties and sincere desire help the 
young woman whose life he can barely 
comprehend, either Rwanda the 
cloistered limbo her unprocessed-refugee 
status. And Dorcas Evelene Davis wonder- 
ful Juliette, her natural exuberance and 
pent-up anger and anguish infectious 
the rhythms heraccent.

Apple pie 


The circus comes town

ZE FIRST? justin Case does ze trick on ze bike. 


We've had several visits from the 

elegant practitioners New Circus 
(Cirque du Soleil, Cirque Eloize, Cavalia), 
those high-concept, highly theatrical 
shows that refashion the ancient circus 
techniques into spectacles worthy be- 
ing called high art. bring back the 
basics, the Big Apple Circus pitching its 
tent City Hall Plaza through May 

Founded years ago, the Big Apple 
Circus aims preserve the idea circus 
plain and simple, display unusual 
skills and outlandish fun. This year’s show 
called “Step Right Up!”, and lightly al- 
ludes to the midway attractions of the turn- 
world’s fairs. But the 
straw-hatted dandies and bathing beauties 
who entertain the audience during equip- 
ment changes are only fringe benefits. The 
real theme Big Apple show the cir- 
cus’s collective madness the impossibly 
risky stunts, the zany props and prop wield- 
ers, the clowning misfits and grotesques 
and the strangely symbiotic connection 
between this surreal community moun- 
tebanks and the mundane world that’s em- 
bodied us, the audience. 

sit shallow amphitheater 
around center ring, and the performers 
can get close, entering down the aisles, 
perching the edge the ring shake 
hands and recruit volunteers for their 
acts. The aerial acrobats could have landed 
right our laps with the slightest slip 
least one patron got sprayed 
with water last Wednesday night and then 


briskly toweled off. You could see 
the small details their goofy wigs 
and make-up, the moments ten- 
sion someone prepared con- 
front disaster, and the unrehearsed 
triumph someone outsmarted it. 

There were lots kids the 
audience. The MC, Joel Jeske, and 
clowns Barry Lubin as a grandma 
with couple screws loose and 
Francesco bumptious jack-of- 
all-toys traded insults and pratfalls 
and hit one another with anything 
handy every opportunity. There 
was whole act devoted how 
many different ways you can get 
somebody else and yourself wet, in- 
cluding kid favorites spitting, pee- 
ing, and wallowing. 

One Russian team did adagio 
trapeze act; another pair bopped 
rubber balls off their foreheads 
while jumping rope. troupe 
nine teenage Chinese acrobats from 
Zhengzhou bounced and out. 
They gyrated inside hoops. They 
20-foot swinging poles 
until they got going fast enough 
high over the ring jump no- 
handed from one pole another. 

Perhaps because its intimate 
scale, the Big Apple Circus doesn’t 
have huge wild animals, but Yasmine 
Smart commanded team six smart 
white horses who paraded around the 
ring and trotted unison. These beasts 
passed close enough slightly scary. 
Johnny Peers supervised his Muttville Co- 
mix, menagerie assorted dogs. The 
stiff-legged grinning small ones did clever 
tricks like tightrope walking; the floppy 
big ones mostly stood on the sidelines and 
barked encouragingly. 

My favorite act was Justin Case, an Aus- 
tralian with a very credible French persona 
who enlisted man and little girl from 
the audience join him calisthenics 
and balloon play (another opportunity 
for kid-friendly stuff like bopping, snap- 
ping, and farting noises). Case’s specialty 
bikes. The sleek vehicle which 
makes his entrance soon begins fall 
apart. keeps riding, without seat, 
handlebars eventually he’s maneuver- 
ing around one wheel. Later puts 
the pieces back together the wrong way 
but rides the contraption anyhow. 

Case the ideal Big Apple performer 
amusing, resourceful, slightly dement- 
ed. His act very straightforward, almost 
classical, his witty fake-French charac- 
ter spins the bike idea into long string 
surprises. “In history bicycle, I’m 
first one zis trick,” announces 
pedals the upside-down wreckage. 
Then winds his act with one last ab- 
surdity involving flames and microscopic 
two-wheeler.

Walk the mild side 


William Wegman the Addison Gallery

WEGMAN:

1970, William Wegman was making 
short videos jumping around his un- 
derwear with purses hanging all over him, 
that sort thing. And his new dog, Wei- 
maraner he’d named Man Ray, after the 
Surrealist photographer, liked wander 
about the edge the frame. Wegman had 
become a casual sort of artist, so he left 
the dog in. Soon the dog became one the 
main attractions. 

one video from that time, Wegman 
crawls backward his hands and knees 
spitting line milk upon the floor until 
disappears behind corner. Then Man 
Ray appears from behind the corner lick- 
ing the milk until bumps into the 
camera. laughed. Before long, Weg- 
man became known the artist with the 
Weimaraner. 

The Addison new Wegman 
retrospective, “Funney/Strange,” orga- 
nized for the Andover institution guest 
curator Trevor Fairbrother, points out that 
there’s lot more Wegman than Weima- 
raners. But have report that, witha 
few exceptions, the Weimaraners remain 
his best stuff. 

Wegman was born Holyoke 1943 
and studied painting MassArt (class 
of 65). In grad school in Illinois, he quit 
painting Frank Stella knockoffs and, after 
serious conceptual artist. was very 
serious time art, dominated the pu- 
ritanical rigor minimalism and concep- 
tual Wegman very seriously flung Sty- 
rofoam letters and punctuation marks into 
river and tossed plywood shapes into the 
air while friends photographed him and 
taped Band-Aids his face the shape 
the word “wound.” 

Like the Addison’s recent shows 
Chuck Close and Jennifer Bartlett, the 
Wegman show traces the way artists 
the 1970s left the fundamentalism of min- 
imalism and conceptualism and returned 
representation though they never to- 
tally abandoned the faith. For those who 
weren’t around then, it’s hard see what 
all the fuss was about. Young artists today 
mix and match lavish imagery and mini- 
malism and storytelling and whatever 
else they desire without thinking twice 
about it. But back then, the endgame 
high Modernism, that stuff was sacri- 


lege the avant-garde 
obsessed over the el- 
emental nature art. 
blank canvas art? What 
happens you get rid 

the canvas? idea 
enough art? 

Wegman felt he’d 
reached dead end with 
his minimalist concep- 
tualist works. His “eu- 
reka,” as he later called 
it, came in 1970 when he 
drew little circles his 
hand match the shape 
the stones his ring 
before heading out toa 
party. There discov- 
ered that the circles 
his hand matched the 
peppercorn rings slic- 
home, bought his own 
salami, arranged it ona 
plate and photographed 
his hand, with ring and drawn-on circles, 
teaching for slice. way out 
his corner, the way out all that deadly 
pretentious seriousness, was ta-dah! 

slight punning jokes. 

1972, he’d acquired Man Ray and 
was living New York. His art remained 
serious ruminations perception and 
semiotics but disguised kiddie jokes 
and find-the-hidden-picture games. 
photographed twin sisters and circled their 
identifying facial differences. doodled 
pages V-shaped birds and waves ask 
what’s the difference between one mark 
and the other. photographed Man 
Ray rocky beach and then carefully 
painted the pooch out. photographed 
woman seated exercise machine and 
doodled around the handles make them 
resemble men’s penises. Tee. Hee. 

Wegman made clunky videos which 
imitated how-to and 
commercials. one, sprays deodorant 
under his arm for the entire minute 
testifies the product’s clutch-moment 
effectiveness. In Spelling Lesson (1973-'74), 
Man Ray sits table while Wegman 
explains how he’s done spelling quiz. 
He’s spelled “park” and “out” correctly, but 
“beach” wrong, which the dog, right 
on cue, sadly whines. It’s this sort stuff 
that got Wegman gigs making videos for 
Saturday Night Live and Sesame 

The problem that the jokes mostly 
aren’t funny except the mildest, saf- 
est, lamest sit-com way. The reason Weg- 
man passes for “hilarious” (as the textbook 
historian H.H. Arnason described him) is 
that art audiences are desperate 


laugh, they’ve lowered the bar for humor 
almost the floor. 

The great New Yorker cartoonist Saul 
Steinberg covered this same semiotics stuff 
first and did better and funnier ex- 
amining how language and symbols like 
Santa Claus, Uncle Sam, and the Statue 
Liberty function our politics and 
economy. Mike Kelley followed Wegman’s 
slacker jokes into rich, uncomfortable gags 
about middle-class American culture. But 
it’s silly criticize Wegman for not being 
deep or funny, because his ultimate sub- 
ject goofing off, carelessness, offhand- 
edness, half-assedness, failure. 

1979, became one the first art- 
ists use Polaroid’s new 24x20-negative 
instant camera Cambridge and New 
York. The machine introduced lush color 
his work (thanks mostly technically 
skilled assistants) and inaugurated his sig- 
nature series studio-posed portraits 
his dogs goofy costumes. 

Art folks are embarrassed Wegman’s 
schmaltzy passion for photographing his 
dogs. And the Addison show barely 
touches how these works led greeting 
cards and kids’ books which dog-headed 
people act out Cinderella Little Red Riding 
Hood. To me, this is Wegman at his most 
Wegmanny, for good and for ill. Here are 
photos dog dressed devil horns for 
Bad Dog (1981) leopard-print bikini 
and blond wig. dog turns into pump- 
kin with the addition stem atop its 
head and orange background. Wegman 
subtly arranges curled-up gray dogs re- 
semble boulders with a blurry watery hori- 
zon the distance. When these photos are

not just goofs, they’re often ruminations 
mortality (dogs emerging from flowery 
graves laid out like the crucified Christ 
being readied for the tomb), consequence 
befriending critters whose lifetimes are 
fraction our own. 

Part the joke that the Weimaraner 
bred one the top Weimaraner persons 
the country. The breed’s stateliness 
makes choice straight man for his frac- 
tured society portraits. Buried underneath 
are class issues: the dog status symbol, 
and what watching rich man 
with the time and money goof off with 
his purebred pooch. The dogs never smile, 
never appear having good time. 

In the mid 1980s, during one of his 
many summers in the Rangeley Lakes 
region southwestern Maine, Wegman 
began series thrift-store-style “bad” 
paintings that are, well, bad. These led, 
in the mid 1990s, to works in which he 
collages together vintage postcards and 
paints dreamy linking scenes between. 
The 16-foot-wide The Tilted Chair (2003) is a 
sunset fantasy parrots, palm trees, and 
ocean liners. Cat on a Rock (2005) depicts a 
cute kitten perched the midst ver- 
dant wonderland cabins and canoers 
and hippos and Leda and the swan. The 
still clunky, but you hardly 
notice it. Your eyes dart from one in-fo- 
cus postcard, over the blurry painting in 
between, the next. It’s joke, but Weg- 
man begins tap something deeper: sac-

What does mean when Boston’s leading 
daily doesn’t review major new restau- 
rant until three months after opens? One 
its former critics once explained that 
since readers could devastated neg- 
ative reviews, would just review good 
places. More recently, reviewers seem 
simply waiting for restaurants improve. 

How would you like theater critic 
did that? And should you just assume that 
news bad news? Could Miel really 
that bad? Well, no. In fact, Miel tackles its 
most obvious challenge — that is, attempt- 
ing prepare Mediterranean-French food 
during Boston’s long winters with quite 
bit success. The chef apparently has 
pipeline some terrific basil, and does 
well anyone town with 
able tomatoes and eggplant. What found 
wrong Miel three well-spaced vis- 
its was the service, well the lighting 
and design the dining room. The menu 
certainly jumbled and ain’t cheap. But 
on the plus side, so long as the 24/7 policy 
remains effect, Miel will continue 
Boston’s most elegant place enjoy $15 
Prom planners, take note.” 

Let’s get back the jumbled presenta- 
tion, though. Miel has about five food 
themes, including Provencal fare; big hotel 
classics (think Dover sole); basic steak, 
chicken, and seafood dishes appease ho- 
tel guests; clam chowder and lobster dishes 
appease Boston tourists; and dishes that 
feature honey (miel in French). You can 
forget about the “brasserie” theme that the 
name implies. “Brasserie” means “brew- 
pub,” and there’s nothing that sort here. 
It’s just another source confusion from 
restaurant that already offers too much. 

what’s puzzled first-time diner 
do? Keep simple and focus things 
French: munch basket pretty good 
sliced baguette, dip into great olive oil, 
and go Provencal with the pistou soup ($7), 
kind minestrone flavored with terrific 
basil and garlic. try the Sétoise mussel 
soup ($10), which all cream and plump 
mussels with bouillabaisse flavor. Another 
fancified taste Provence the socca

pancakes ($16), cylindrical salad with two 
chickpea crépes, layers chopped shrimp, 
and filling fresh arugula. scallop and 
roquette salad ($14) made bay scallops, 
sliced shitake mushrooms, lots more arugu- 
la, and dressing touched with what 
else? honey. 

Entrées bring even more themes, this 
time: dishes for women and dishes for 
men. The lemon-honey free-range chicken 
($19) is boneless but plump and served in a 
honey-sweetened broth with boiled potato, 
Chinese cabbage, artichoke hearts, and flat 
beans. Braised spare ribs are likewise 
boned and beautifully made into meaty 
comfort food with fried onion rings, gravy, 
and gnocchi that’s bit too heavy. 

Returning the Provencal theme, there’s 
a hot version of tuna Nicoise ($28) with 
grilled fresh tuna, sautéed garlic cloves and 
vegetables (potato, olives, flat beans), and 
real Picholine olive oil. Roasted halibut ($32) 
fluffy and served with crisped skin-on 
potatoes and side small vegetable cas- 
serole “tian” (really, a slice each of eggplant, 
squash, tomato, and bell pepper) 
over Thai jasmine rice. Magret duck ($21) 
meaty duck breast sliced and fanned out 
over little puréed celery root with sweet 
lavender-honey glaze and smaller tian 
zucchini the side.
